LORD CHANCELLOR’S STATEMENT 


As you will be aware, the Prime Minister has nominated, and His Majesty has 
appointed, me as Lord Chancellor of Great Britain. I am honoured to have been 
entrusted with an office of such confidence and dignity. 


The office of Lord Chancellor is a rare and privileged one — as a member of the 
judiciary, Parliament and the Cabinet, the Lord Chancellor’s first and foremost duty is 
that owed to His Majesty and the British people of defending the rule of law. As Lord 
Chancellor I intend to focus on three core areas of work: 


- Constitutional integration; 

- Establishing a vibrant and diverse legal sector; and 

- Undertaking much needed law reform. 

These reforms will take the form of several key policies: 

- The Legal Services Bill will aim to reform the provision of legal services within 
the United Kingdom; 

- The Administrative Law Bill will simplify and harmonise administrative 
procedure; 


Other bills and measures will be presented as time allows. 


I also intend to commence work once the initial slate of bills and regulatory measures 
are completed on several long term legal reforms.
